A STATEMENT that Britain's leadership:

Replying to questions Mr. Kennedy 
said some members of the British Government 
felt that if the United States entered the war 
it would ‘find a way to carry it through.” 
Others believed that entry of the United 
States would be to the detriment of Britain's 

‘war effort, because it would slow down the 
flow of material aid from America. 


“There is no unanimity on the 
question.” declared Mr, K2nnedy 
who added that many people in 
the British Governinent felt they 
were not yet getting all the aid 
they might normally expect from 
the United Siates.

Looking back over the last 20 
years, we can new discern the 
causes which have hurled Europe 
once more into the cauldron of 
war. The contlagration may even 
epread until 1 has enveloped the 
whole world. Yet when the 
armistice wis signed in 1918, there 
were few of us who did net be- 
lieve that for at least a century 
there would not be another 
great war. The vast majority 
of people in every country 
were war weary; the mags2s hail- 
ed President Wilson as their de- 
liverer, and the League of Na- 
tions as the commencement of a 
new era when war, with — its 
misery and suffering, would be 
banished from the plenet. Even 
the Germans were loud in their 
protestations of no more war. 

As I write in this City of Lon- 
don, hombs are exploding all 
reund, guns are booming and (he 
nightly visitation has begun. So 
we can't hely looking — back, 
especially to thuse days imme - 
diately after the World War, 
when hopes ran high and when 
our leaders, led by President Wil- 
son, anveared to be bending their 
encrgies to the establishment of 
a new arder which would prevent 
the outbreak of new conflagra- 
tions, introduce principles of 
justice and law into the relation- 
ships of states, and make the 
world safe for democracy. 

It is easy to recofnise the mis- 
takes which have landed us in a 
new Armageddon. There were 
two cardinal errors. The first that 
although President Wilson 
declared that “If the maral force 
jof the world will not suffice, the

effective machinery was created 
to give effect to Its provisions. No 
attempt was made to establish an 
Equity Tribunal composed of im- 
partial persons who would be able 
to deal with dispptes which could 
not be settled by negotiation and 
conciliation. It suffered the same 
fate as Article 16. 
Unfortunately, at the outset 
America deserted her offspring — 
the League — and without her 
active support the “major force 
of mankind” could not operate 
effectively. Thereafter the Lea- 
gue degencrated, more and more, 
into a mere talking shop, and in- 
stead of developing into a real 
international) authority, which 
could dispense justice, and if 
necessary guarantee its enforce- 
ment, it gradually Jost its moral 


authority and, when the crisis 
came, was impotent to stem the 
tide of aggression. The dictators 
— Mussolini and Hitler, backed 
by Japan — never lost an oppor- 
tunity of weakening, and utimate- 
ly destroying, the League. 

To-day, we are paying the price 
for our folly, complacency and 
Wishful thinking. Now we rea- 
lise that everything which we as 
free and democratic communities’ 
hold dear, is at stake, We must 
fight this war to the bitter end, 
because there can be ho com- 
promise with evil -— no patched- 
up peace with Herr Hitler. Such 
a peace would only be an armed 
tritce; the starting point of a new 
war for the destruction of our 
liberties and our democratic ins- 
titutions. 


Out of the somewhat bewilder- 
ing events in the Balkans there 
emerge a few concrete facts; suf- 
ficient, perhaps, to provide the 
basis for an attempt at an analysis. 
First, Italy's invasion of Greece has 
brought about the fourth set-back 
—and perhaps the most serious so 
far—to Axis plans since the pre- 
sent war began. No matter how

the struggle ends, history will pro- 
bably record that in the long run 
Germany's failure to obtain a 
complete Cannae in the Battle of 
France was a definite jolt to the 
juggernaut. Next ranks the failure 
to invade England; whether it 
was ever attempted is beside the 
point. Thirdly, the British Navy's 
attack on the French fleet at Oran 
prevented increase of German sea 
power. Now comes Mussolini's 
stupid blunder. 

Why stupid? Because, with

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To-day,.we here in Britain are 
holding the fort. France has 
capitulated.. The British Com- 
monwealth alone is left to play 
the part of the International 
Policeman. We have no desire to 
annex territories, nor do we seck 
economic acdvantages,, But we 
cherish our free and representa. ° 
tive institutions, and are deter- 
mined to put an end to gangster- 
ism in Europe. It js only natural 
that we should confidently look. 
to the United States for assistance 
in this stupendous struggle. 

There are two reasons why we 
should do so. The first is that the 
United States of America has al- 
ways been regerded as the cham- 
pion of democracy und the expo- 
nent of federalism. The greatest 
contribution of Britain to the pro- 
gress af civilisation has been the 
development of representative gov_ 
ernment; the outstanding achieve- 
ment of the United States has 
been the growth of federalism.

Secondly, there was 
when America was regarded as.

Thirty 
years ago, in the days of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, William Taft, 
Elihu Root and other stalwarts, 
the American people supported 
the principle of arbitration for 
the sz2ttlement of international dis- 
putes.

How different the history of the 
intervening period might have 
been if this proposal had been 
accepted, Instead af two major 
wars in 25 years, we might have 
enjoyed peace and unprecedented 
prosperity. 

The essential problem still re- 
mains unsolved. How are we to 
put. an end to international 
racketeering? It is clear that 
should Herr Hitler win this war, 
the gangsters will be on. top. 
Having, in rapid successiom pat 
every country in Europe _on the 
spct, it would be vi difficult .to 
dislodge them. That is why there 
can be no compromise, It is . x 
fight to the finish. * 

Thers can be. no rule of law, 
no justice, no freedom, ‘so long aa 
they are in possession of their itl 
utten plunder, On the other - 
fand, even when Herr Hi.ler and 
his Nazis are defeated, & is. im- 
possible for the British Common- 
wealth alone and unaided. to 
police the- world. That is a task 
which must be undertaken by the 
major force of Mankind .

LOCAL 
EFFECT OF 
BLAST 
DAMAGE 


Through cye and ear we have 
all learnt much about bombs and 
their effec!s during the past weeks, 
writes a Home Correspondent, 
and the: blitzkrieg has been par- 
ticularly fruitful in yielding know- 
ledge tu the scientists of the Civil 
Defence Research Commit.ee, 

Experimental work on blast and 
other effects, carried out with the 
aid of delicate apparatus, has up- 
set many preconceived ideas and 
popular beliefs. 

Blast is not so terribly destruc- 
tive as was generally held, but 
Mm that is only because i's effects are 
very local, It eneates in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the explosion 
a wind six thnes as violent as the 
tornado, credited in America with 
an air speed of 500 miles an hour, 
but the wind, which is really the 
fas from the bursting explosive, 
is very shortlived, 


4,000ft A Second 

Beyond a distance at 30ft from 
the burst of an ordinary bomb of, 
say, 500Ib weight it fadts away 
rapidly, and at 50ft is almost in- 
Nocuous, so far as destructive ef- 
fect on buildings is concerned. 
Splinters trom the burst will still 
have a veloci y of 4,000ft. per sec- 
ond at S50ft., nearly four tines the 
speed of sound. 

With a radius of 10 yards the 
blast exerts its full foree: fron) the 
point of view of effect anywnere 
in that circle coun's as a direct 
hit.

believed: to be lethal, except at 

very close range. 

' It might kill through chock to

The way 
was blocked in places by debris, 
but Robert picked up his ma- 
chine, climbed with it over the 
wreckage, continued his journey 
and returned for more messages. 

Two bicycles had their tyres 
punctured, but Scout Cooper did 
not give in. He continued on foot, 
running trom post to post, while 
bullets rattled over the town and 
Spitfires fought off the raiders. 

Twice in the same day the Red 
Cross nurse ran from her parents’ 
shop to her post when — raiders 
came to her south of England 
town. 

The third call to duty 
when the ominious drone of 
enemy ‘planes sounded overhead. 

This time tragedy dogged her 
running footsteps. Within a hun- 
dred yards of her destinatign she 
was struck dead. 

Her parents’ shop was damaged 
in the raid. 

Next morning a demolit'on 
squad found an eight-year-old 
bey who had sought refuve there 
cowering under the counter. 

Although dazed. he said: “Hitler 
will pay for this.”

Sand Trap Tips 


By BEST BALL 
Using a putter in a sand 
trap may not appear strictly 
blue book etiquette to a lot 
of players, who are used to 
nothing but a niblick here, 


and Blackie North, 


but it is being done by the 
best players. All that is need- 
ed is a good lie with the ball 
resting well on top of’the sand. 
a firm surface, damp sand will 
help this quality, and the right 
sort of edge to the green, 

The Jatter quality Is im- 
portant. The green must slope 
gently down to the bunker 
minus any over-hanging edge 
for the use of this shot, The 
ball hit slightly downward, - 
will bounce over the sand and 
onto the green. Avoid getting 
sand between the putter face 
and the ball and thus deaden- 
ing the power of the stroke. A 
similar precaution must be 
taken with chip shots from 
the trap, often employed when 
the sharp edge of the green 
prevents a rolling, putt like 
shot. 

When distance is desired 
and the ball sets up well, a 
brassie or spoon may be em- 
ployed. For power shots the 
player must dig in to avoid 
slipping, only taking sand 
after the ball has been hit.

His recent journeys to General 
Franeo and to Marshal Petain 
were made partly to enlist their 
cooperation in the New Order, 
partly to secure military rights 
and strategic basés with which 
to pursue the war with Great 
Britain more effectively. But in 
neither meeting did he fully sug~ 
ceed in reaching his objectives. 
He had a friendly and explora- 
tory talk with General Franco, 
but he quickly realised that there 
was flo likelihood of General 
Franco’s favouring the passage of 
German troops through Spain 
either to Spanish ports or to 
the Portuguese coast. 


With Marshal Petain the talk 
seems to have been equally cour- 
teous; Hitler only once or twice 
raised his voice in anger. But 
in spite of the machinations of 
Laval, Marshal Petain hesitates to 
fall in wih all Hitler’s designs 
and in particular is loth to let 
the French Fleet be used against 
France’s former ally. The result 
is that Hitler has been temporari- 
ly—possibly: no more than tem- 
porarily—checked at two main 
Western Europe.

grateful to the Germans for thelr 
conduct; and if the: wish to keep 
their lives or their goods they 
must leave at once.

Using a putter in a sand 
trap .mav not-appear strictly 
blue book etiquette. t6 a lot 
of players, who are used .to 
nothing but a niblick- here, 
but it is being done by the 
best players. All that is need- 
ed is a good lie with the ball 
resting well on top of the sand. 
a firm surface, damp sand will 
help this quality, and the right 
sort of edge: to the green. 

The. latter quality is. im- 
portant.’ The ‘green must slope 
gently down to the bunker 
minus any over-hanging edge 
for the use.of this shot. The 
bali hit slightly downward, 
will bounce over the sand and 
onto the gréen, Avoid getting 
sand between the putter face 
and the ball and thus deaden- 
ing the power of the stroke. A 
similar precaution must be 
taken with chip shots from 
the trap, often employed when 
the sharp edge of the green 
prevents a rolting, putt like 
shot. 

When distance is desired 
and the ball sets up weil, a 
brassie or spoon may be em- 
ployed.

Financial Loss 


During the next five years the 
school Was run at a financial loss;

The 
council then obtained an annual 
Government grant of $6,000 the 
success of the application being 
due in no small measure to the 
efforts of Dr; Ts'o. Until Decem- 
ber, 1932, the Council apparently.

Thereafter until, 1939, the Council 
held-no regular meetings, probably 
due to the fact that- the Govern- 
ment grant had. relieved financial 
anxiety: during. that period Mri 
Huang was, for-all practical pur- 
poses, the Council though. he. con- 
tinually consulted.

London, Nov, 13—Lord Chad- 
bourne, Britain's Dominions Sec- 
retary, said to-night that the post- 
war world must be based on a 
peace system having its own police 
force, This first more or less spe~ 
cific statement, by a member o 
the British Government as to what 
should be the shape of things to 
come, was made by the Viscount 
in a speech to Oxford University 
conservatives. 


“The nations in the organisa- 
tion,” he declared, ‘must agree to 
some limitation of their sover- 
cignty. This is an essential of the 
continuation of peace.” 

The Viscoun®etplauined that he 
did not mean an irtternational 
force “in generally accepted 
terms,” adding: “I mean a force 
contributed by the nations who 
subscribe to the principles which 
inspired the organisation to which 
they belong. This police force must 
have adequate machinéry for re- 
moval of the causes of war.” 

Looking back over the last 20 
years, we can now discern the 
causes which have hurled Europe 
once more into the cauldron of 
war. The conflagration may even 
Spread until it has enveloped thr 
whole world. Yet when the 
armistice was signed in 1918, there 
were few of us who did not ‘be- 
lieve that for at least a century 
there would not be another 
great war. The vast .majority 
of people in every country 
were war weary; the rnasses hail-~ 
ed President Wilson as their de- 
liverer, and the League of Na- 
tions as the commencement of a 
new era when war, with — its 
misery and suffering, would be 
banished from the planet. Even 
the Germans were lcud in their 
protestations of no more war. 

As I write in this City of Lon- 
don, bombs are exploding ail 
reund, guns are booming and the 
nightly visitation has begun. So 
we can't heln looking back, 
especially to those days imme- 
diately after the World War, 
when hopes ran high and when 
our leaders, led by President Wil- 
son, apneared to be bending their 
energies to the establishment of 
a new order which would prevent 
the outbre?k of new conflagra- 
tions, introduce principles of 
justice and law into the relation- 
ships of states, and make the 
world safe for democracy. 

It is easy to recognise the mis- 
takes which have landed us in a 
new Armageddon. There were 
two cardinal errors. The first that 
although President Wilson had 
declared that “if the moral force 
of the world will not suffice, ‘the 
physical force of the worid shall,” 
the League was constituted with- 
out teeth. Article 16 of the Coven- 
ant provided for sanctions against 
the aggressor, but no attempt was 
made to organise what Wilson 
described as “the major force of 
mankind” to prevent the outbreak 
of war. 

The machinery necessary, to 
apply the brake and deter the 
aggressor by imposing economic, 
financial, and military ° sanctions 
was never developed. No Inter- 
national Police Force was set up 
which could act with promptness 
and vigor, should the necessity 
ever arise, : 

National States. still retained 
control over their own forces ans 
armaments which the framers of 
the Covenant intended should be 
pooled and controlled by the Lea- 
gue for one purpose only — ‘to 
assert ‘the rule of law and pre- 
vent any- country, Targe or small, 
from attacking jts neighbours, . -

effective machinery was’ created 
to give effect to its previsions. No 
attempt was made to establish an 
Equity Tribunal composed of im- 
partial persons who, would:be atle 
te deal with disputes which could 
‘not ‘be settled by negatiation and 
conciliation, It suffered the sAme 
fate as Article 16. 

Unfortunately, at the outset 
America deserted her offspring — 
the League — and without — her 
active support the “major force 
of mankind” could not operate 
effectively. Thereafter the Lea- 
gue degenerated, more and more, 
into a mere talking shop, and in- 
stead of developing into a real 
international authority, which 
could dispense justice, and if 
necessary guarantee its enforce- 
ment, it gradually lost its moral 


authority and, when the crisis 
came, was impotent to stem the 
tide of aggression. The dictators 
— Mussolini and Hitler, backed 
by Japan — never lost an oppor- 
tunity of weakening, and utimate- 
ly destroying, the League. 

To-day, we are paying the price 
for our folly, complacency and 
wishful thinking. Now we rea- 
lise that everything which we as 
free and democratic communities’ 
hold dear, is at stake. We must 
fight this war to the bitter end, 
because there can be no-com- 
promise with evil — no pdatched- 
up peace with Herr Hitler. Such 
a peace would only be an armed 
trucé; the starting point of a new 
war for the destruction of our 
liberties and our democratic ins- 
titutions.

to the United States for assistance 
in this stupendous struggle. 

There are two reasons why we 
should do so. The first is that the 
United States of America has al- 
ways been regarded as the cham- 
pion of democracy und the expo~ 
nent of federalism.

Secondly, there was a time 
when America was regarded as 
the foremost protagonist of law 
and order in the world. Thirty 
years ago, in the days of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, ‘William Taft, 
Elihu Root and other stalwarts, 
the American people supported 
the principle of arbitration for 
the-gettlement of international dis- 
putes. In 1910 United States 
Cangress passed a resolution de-. 
manding the establishment of an 
International ‘Navv .and requested 
President Taft to submit this pro- 
position to the governments of 
Europe. ‘Sir ‘Edward Grey, Bri- 
itain’s Foreign Minister, promised 
British sympathetic consideration,

counts. Mr. Huang, however, had 
not obeyed the Council's instruc- 
tions given in May. If the Coun- 
ci! in June hud known there was 
trouble about the school rccounts 
it would not have permitted the 
building scheme to proceed. Then 
followed a discussion by members. 
Admittedly the complaints are not 
very definite, and Dr. Ts’o clari- 
fies the position in his affidavit. 

He says Mr. Huang remained in 
full charge of the finance until 
July when small amounts were 
handed by him to the bursar_ to 
pay petty cash expenses, Only 
in September did Mr. Huang hana 
over the cheque book, pass bool 
and accounts kooks and he never 
gave a detailed list of donations 
_nor accounts in the form of a bal- 
ance sheet. There are no min- 
utes of this August meeting but 
certain rules were adopted regard- 
ing, procedure of the finance com- 
mittee and instructions were is- 
sued in writing to the plaintiff. 
Though Mr. Huang admits these 
rules were drafted by Dr, Ts'o he 
claims they were never discussed. 
or passed at any meeting. The Au- 


gust meeting was the meeting, it ts. 


most likely such rules were adopt- 
ed and ‘I accept Dr, Ts’o’s state- 
ment on the point. Under the 
mues complete financial con- 
trol was vested oon the fin- 
ance committee: The chairman 
as treasurer was to have charge 
of every college account. — All 
moneys, Whether fees, donations, 
contributions, scholarships or 
building funds were to be receiv- 
ed by him and he was to give re- 
ceipts therefore. The headmaster 
was to submit a budget yearly. 
The committee was to scrutinise 
the items. After the Council had 
sanctioned the budget, no exper- 
diture bevond it was to be per- 
mitted without a special vote be- 
ing taken. Mr. Huang’s answers 
to this criticism is that he was 
one of the signatories to the 
cheques and the payment and re- 
ceipt books were required for 
daily use therefore these books 
could not be given to Mr Lam. 


’ School Finance 


It is clear the Counctl was de- 
termined to learn the exact flnan- 
ciat condition of the school and 
was.not satisfied with the inform-~ 
ation supplied by Mr. Huang and 
his reasons for not handing ovey 
control to Mr. Lam.

On the 11th August, Mr. Huang 
paid a first instalment of $5,500 
to the contractor and on the 17th 
August he told Mr, Lam that he 
had raised a loan of some monty. 
and had made this payment, Next 
day Dr. Ts'o wrote remonstrating 
with him for his improper con- 
duct in not paying the money to 
the treasurer for the school build- 
Ing fund and fer paying out to the 
contractor. Mr. Huang did not 
reply to this letter. The only 
reason suggested: for so disobeying 
the orders of Council is that he 
could not pay. money to Mr. Lam 
because Mr. Lasm had not put up 
his loan. In my view, even if Mr, 
Lam had been wrong in not put- 
ting up his ‘lean, that does not 
justify Mr, Huang’s behaviour in 
making direct. payments contrary 
to orders, 

On the 28th Augus* Tr. Huang 
made a second. paymem to the 
.contractor. Though he claims in 
his a®@davit Mr. Lo (the school 
bursar) was im ful charge of ac- 
counts. in September, Mr. Huang 
made various payments through- 
out September: and October, At 
the emd of October-he had made 
six payments totaNing $25,000 
from $14,000 obtained on loan 
from the Bank. $5,000 obtained 
from a Mrs, Chan and about $5,- 
000 school fee$ from the — school 
accounts. As. regards this last 
{tem he had authority to make 
that payment because he asked 
Mr, Lam’s permission and Mr. 
Lam signed the cheque: the othe 
payments were made on his own 
aulhority without sanction and 
without passing through the 
school account. Dr. Ts’v at this 
time again turned down the 
Macau loan mainly for the same 
reasons previously given. By this 
time he had Jearned of the var- 
fous payments made by Mr. 
Huang and he told Mr. Huang to 
convene a meeting for the 6th 
November and to suply — the 
Council with a statement of loans 
obtained and payments made. Th? 
school had been finished by this 
time. 


Mr. Huang’s Report 


Mr. Huang made his report at 
the meeting. As regards the fin- 
ancial side he complained, in tt 
that ‘on the part of the school he 
had. been forced to. undergo the. 
most difficult experience of _ his 
life’ because the promised loans 
had not been made and he had 
consequently been forced to raise 
money quickly and pay the conr 
tractor. The account showed that 
about $30,000 was owing to the 
school fees account and. another 
$9,000 for the contractor and other 
expenses. He gave the amounts 
of loans obtained and the names of 
the lenders. No details were giv- 
en of the dates: of ‘the loans or 
their terms of repayment. 


Another meeting was held on 
the 14th November. Dr. Ts'o 
mentioned the previous resolution 
about keeping the school account 
separate from the. building fund 
account. Before this was possible, 
Council required to know the 
present commitments e.g. whether 
rent was in arrear or teacher's 
salaries outstanding. A sub-com- 
mittee was appointed to male in- 
vestigation. 


Resolutions: Passed: 


At the same meeting Council 
resolved that two new accounts 
should be opened at the Chartered 
Bank, one for the schoo! account 
and one for the building fund ac- 
coun’. There was no good rea- 
son why these were not opened 
in the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank in which tue school account 
had been kept Ths proposctd 
change must have caused Mr, 
Huang uneasiness as he had 
already promised the Bank that 
the schoo! fees would go towards 
reduction of the overdraft. li¢ 
claims he strongly objected to the 
proposal and the 3rd appellant 
tried to support, him,. but was 
refused a hearing by Dr. Ts’o and 
there was no unanimous resolu- 
tion, There is no record us op- 
position in the minutes and they 
were confirmed at. a. later mect- 
ing. I am not prepared to hold 
that Dr. Ts’o deliberately made 
false entries and 1 accep: the 
statement that there was — such 
a unanimous resolution. 

After the accounts were open- 
ed in the Chatered Bank, Dr. 
Ts'o coueiders there wag an im- 
provement in the relationship ex- 
‘sting between Mr. Huang and the 
Council. Mr. Huang commenctd 
‘o hand over school fees and 
other moneys to the bursar for 
the payment into the Bank. Mr. 
Lam was so satisfied that on the 
24th November he paid $5,000 of 
his.lean, the remainder being paid 
on the 30th November and 23rd 
December. The tone at the next 
meeting on 27th December was 
very friendly, 

On 8th January, Mr. Huang 
wrote to Dr. Ts’o that some tear 
chers: were asking for the return 
of their loans amd for salary; as 
the Council had undertaken all fin- 
ancial responsibility he referred 
the matter to him.

Huang’s reply to this was that his 
sugeest‘ons for expenditure or 
payment for past service to the 
scheol were not adopted: only the 
headmaster knew the reeds of 
th» school and it was for Mr. Lam 
to) co-operate and mect these 
needs and not pay according to 
his faney: he (Mr. Huang) must 
be allowed the initiative to act 
and plan what was best for the 
school, As the money had not 
been forthcoming he had no al- 
ternative but to use the school 
fees to pay the contractor, Dr. 
Tso contends in his atadavit that 
if the Macau loan had been paid 
out as proposed by Huang nothing 
would be left. for running the 
scheol at this time and the most 
judicious spending of the loan 
was called for. 


Grant Application 


About this time Mr. Huang 
made a secend application to the 
Director of Edveation for the 


Education tor the building grant. | 


The Bank was now pressing for 
him fo reduce the overdraft by 
$4,Q0U. In reply to the applica- 
tion for the grant a request was 
made that the trustees or tegal 
representatives oot the — school 
should make a declaration of 
trust, The Solicitor for Mr.

It  epitomised 
what Mr. Huang had come te 
think of the Council’s powers — 
their ‘instructions’ to hun were 
only to be advice. This  Ictter 
later came to the notice of Dr. 
Ts'o and .t is not remarkable that 
it caused him considerable annoy- 
ance. At the same time Dr. Ts’o 
learned that $7,000 school tees. 
not $4,000, as he previously be- 
lieved, had been kept by Mr. 
Huang and he again wrote point- 
ing out the irregularity. 


Emergency Meeting 


On the 12th March, Dr, Ts’u 
not fied all the members of — the 
Council except Mr. Huang that 
an emergency tneeting would be 
held on 15th March to consider 
Mr. Huang's behaviour in retain- 
ing school fees, tn cla.m.ug to be 
the only legal representut've and 
asserting that ihe Council was 
merely adVisory: the Coun- 
cil was to ccnsider whether 
he was fit to be principal. A ful! 
attendance was requested. At tas 
meeting only the three respon- 
dents were present. 2nd and 3rd 
appellants were absen.

| Numerous letters 
| between the parties and their 
solicitors. Some statements — in 
the solicitors’ le ters might have 
been more tactfully Worded = and 
must have helped in widening the 
i breach between the parties, There 
was trouble in April about the 
payment of teachers’ salaries and 
on the 9th April Dr. Ts’o and Mr, 
Lam were called on by Mr. Huang 
.to pay $3,200, teachers’ salaries 
and to resign, and on the) 12th 
‘April Mr. Huang took out the 
originating summons which was 
heard on the [7th and 23rd May. 

At the hearing it was clear to 
the trial judge that the position 
of Mr. Huang as a member of the 
Council and therefore one of his 
own masters was one of d'fficulty. 
It must also have been apparent to 
him that a Council in which Dr, 
Ts'o and Mr, Huang sat would 
experience considerable difficulty 
in performing its duty because of 
{he antagonism which now exist- 
ed between them. The learned 
‘trial judge therefore, in the hope 
(hat matters might be amicably 
settled, suggested that Mr, Huang 
should resien from the Council 
and devote himself solely to — his 
work as headmaster. 

He did not resign but instead 
made a conditional offer to do so. 
He was prepared to resign, pro- 
vided he was allowed to attend 
every meeting of the Council 
without power to vote and was 
relieved of ijl financial respon- 
sibility past and present. The con- 
dition that he should have the 
right to be present at every Coun- 
cll meeting was unacceptable be- 
cause relationship between him 
and ceriain members of the Coun- 
cil was not cordial: it was con- 
ceded that he would be asked to 
attend some of the meetings to 
give his views and impart inform- 
ation. The Court order for his 
removal was accordingly made on 
the 6th June and notice of ap- 
reul vas filed by Mr. Huang on 
the 8th June. 


Numerous Incidents 


Thereafter numerous letters fol- 
lowed and incidents occurred, I 
mention only a few of them. Res- 
pondents were pressing Mr. Huang 
to assign the property to them 
under the terms of the Declaration 
of Trust. He refused to consider 
assigning until the loans he had 
incurred in connection with the 
school ‘building had been repaid. 
On the 2Ilst June so'icitors for 
respondents replied that the Coun- 
cil must first get full details of 
the loans before consenting to 
meet them. The information re- 
quired could have been prepared 
in.a few days at most but in 
spite of two reminders details 
were not given until the 18th 
July. This delay was inexcus- 
able, and reveals Mr. Huang’s ‘re- 
luctance to keep the Council in- 
formed of the existing state of th?

tinued to ho'd himself out as head- 
master.

This court must now decide 
whether the order removing Mr. 
Huang should be reversed and 
whether Dr. Tso and. Mr. Lam 
should be removed from the 
Council. To restore Mr. Huang 
und not remove the other two 
would leave an’ impossible situa- 
tion because they clearly cannot 
now get on together. On the 
question of the resneval of trus- 
tees by the court, obviously a very 
delicate matter, little help can be 
obtained from the authorities. 
The primary duty of the court is 
to see that the trusts are properly 
carried out and if 'the contin- 
uance of a trustee prevents the 
trust being carried out it will re- 
move that trustee. In addition tol 
this primary duty-there is the se- 
condary duty of remeving a trus- 
tee for acts or omissions which 
endanger the trust property 
(Lettersted v. Braers 9 AC. 
(1834) 371 at 386). 


The Impasse 


The decision must be based on 
the impression gained from the 
whole course of events and not 
on isolated incidents. It is clear 
that four a period of about a year 
from May, 1939, Dr. Ts’o with the 
full support of the Council was 
pressing Mr. Huang to hand over 
full financial] responsibility to Mr. 
Lam and to inform the Council 
of the School’s financial commit- 
ments. No member had expresc- 
ed any doubt or difficulty as to 
what was” required from Mr.! 
Huang. It was the duty of Mr. 
Huang as the member of the. 
Council who knew the, financial: 
situation to keep the Council fully, 
enlightened not only about past 
transactions but also about cur- 
rent ones. Mr. Huang received 
the directions at the May meet- 
ing but he admits that until Sept- 
ember he remained practically in 
full control of accounts only par‘- 
ing wih small sums to the burser 
to meet petty cash accounts. By the 
end of July Mr. Lam was unable 
to make his financial report and 
he resigned. Counsel for appel- 
lants cYuatms that Mr. Huang’s let- 
ter of 3lst July has never been 
answered but I am of opinion it 
has, by the definite instructions 
given to Mr. Huang at the meet- 
ing on 3rd_August. 

The excuse given by Mr. Huang 
for not obeying the instructions 
is that Mr. Lam had not put up 
his loan, and the Macau loan had 
been stopped and he had to pay 
the contractor. At that time, 
however, there was no refusal of 
the Council to pay the contrac- 
tor; the Council had never been 
asked to make this payment. On 
18th August Dr. Ts’o, on learn- 
ing that Mr. Huang had made 
the direct payment, wrote telling 
him of Council's instructions that 
any loan raised must be paid to 
the school account and that Mr. 
Lam would pay the contractor 
therefrom. There is no reply 
from Mr. Huang but instead an- 
other five payments are made to 
the contractor in Sept. and Oct., 
only one of’ which came _ out 
of the school accounts. The ori- 
gin of the whole trouble was that} 
Mr. Huang did not carry out 
Council’s instruc‘ions and this in 
turn led to the stoppage of the 
loans and hence the impasse. 

The taking of the $7,000 
school fees from Mrs. Shea is a 
matter for censure. “Part of it was 
paid-by Mr, Huang to reduce the 
overdraft with the Hong Kong & 
Shanghai Bank which pressed him 
to do-so.

ter, without having reached a de- 
finite decision. “ His condtct also 
in addressing the Director of-Edu- 
cation -as principal of: the: school 
after.hjs dismissal is inexécusable. 
In my opinion ‘his 
throughout and particularly ‘in 
the early stages of the dispute, if 
not jeopardising the school, cer- 
tainly satisfies me that his con- 
tinuance as a trustee would pre- 
vent the trust being properly car- 
ried out and I therefore agree 
with the decision reached on that 
point by the-learned trial judge.

Sand Trap Tips 


By BEST BALL 

Using a putter in a sand 
{rap mav not appear strictly 
blue book etiquette to a lot 
of players, who are used to 
nothing but a niblick here, 
but it is being done by the 
best players. All that is need- 
ed is a good lie with the ball 
resting well on top of the sand. 
u firm surface, dump sand will 
help this quality, and the right 
sort of edge to the green. 

The Jatter quality is | im- 
portant, The green must slope 
gently down to the bunker 
minus any over~hanging edge 
for the use of this shot. The 
ball hit slightly downward, 
will bounce over the sand and 
onto the green, Avoid getting 
sand between the putter face 
and the ball and thus deaden- 
ing the power of the stroke. A 
similar precaution must be 
taken with chip shots from 
the trap, often emploved when 
the sharp edge of the green 
prevents a rolling, putt like 
shot. 

When distance is desired 
and the ball sets up well, a 
brassie or spoon may be em~ 
ployed. For power shots the 
player must dig th to avoid 
slipping, only talking sand 
after the ball has been hit.

Blinding sandstorms that have been
